All system s w ere func­ 
tioning and the astronauts were 
in excellent physical condition. 


Like space tourists, the astro ­ 
nauts passed within view F ri­ 
day of a strange - looking satel­ 
lite. McDivitt reported it h a d

said late F riday night the sight­ 
ing cam e when Pegasus II was 
“ two thousand kilom eters away 


in a proper direction to be ob­ 
served.” That is 1.242 miles — 
but officials said it was not too 
far for a visual space observa­ 
tion.
